The beer strike may be on, 
and the local Alberta Liquor 
Control Board store may be 
sold out, but the city’s two 
bars are still serving up lots 
of sudsies. 

‘We still have storerooms 
full of it,’’ said Cal Cool- 
ledge, assistant manager of 
the St. Albert Inn tavern. 

‘We've got at least 1,500 
cases, so I don’t think we'll 
run out tonight,’’ the Bruin 

nn’'s Gary Frizzell said. 

* The Gazette made their 
official survey late Tuesday 
night -- on the job while 
fellow readers conducted 
their own kind of survey -- 


the bent elbow kind. 

Mr. Frizzell said the Bruin 
Inn was well-stocked because 
they'd anticipated the com- 
ing strike. ‘‘We've got cases 
of it sitting back in the hall,”’ 
he said. Beer shipments are 
still coming in every day, he 
said, but ‘‘we have to take 
what they give us. They’re 
on a quota system until the 
strike is over.’’ Also, he 
added, no ‘off sales’ are 
being allowed. 

The situation was a little 
more ‘‘blue’’ and a little less 
“‘golden’’ (if you'll pardon 
the awful puns) at the St. 
Albert Inn. Mr. Coolledge 
said that although supplies 


are still high, ‘‘I don’t know 
if there’ll be anymore ship- 
ments after tomorrow.’’ He 
said he couldn’t estimate 
when stocks might run out. 
That all depends on how 
thirsty customers get. 

Meanwhile the Alberta 
Liquor Control Board outlet 
in Grandin Shoppers Mall 
reported Tuesday that 3,000 
cases of beer were sold in six 
hours. Not a drop was left, 
despite the Gazette's per- 
sistent questioning and eff- 
orts to bribe. Shipments are 
coming in on a strictly 
day-to-day basis, so they 
can't make any predictions 
about the future. 


General Hospital, Helen Pal- 
amarchuk, agreed. She said 
she favored a user fee and 
also Mr. Russell's other idea 
- returning to a system where 
the hospital’s requisition 
money from local municipal- 
ities -- because it would give 
the hospital boards more 
input into budget planning 
on the local level. 

Miss Palamarchuk added 
that ‘‘there’s been talk that a 
lot of people have been 
abusing services but for us 
that’s another matter.”’ 

Mr. Keyes noted that more 
localized funding would also 
allow the hospitals to design 
their facilities to suit tax- 
payer’s requests. ‘‘If people 
want better facilities than 
they're receiving from local 
hospitals then they should 
have the right to pay for 
them.”’ 

In an interview Tuesday, 
Mr. Russell said his sugg- 
estions were meant as simply 
‘floating a trial balloon’ to 
find out the experts’ and the 
public’s response. He said 
that he is ‘‘pretty concerned 
about the lack of knowledge 
of the Public about hospital 
costs.’’ Even with a user fee, 
he said, Albertans would still 


the $150 to $200 - a patient 
cost that the provincial and 
federal governments now 
pay.

He noted that any revenue 
created by the user fee and 
from municipal requisitions 
would be supplementary to 
funds that the hospitals now 
get from the provincial and 
federal governments. 

Mr. Russell noted outside 
of the legislature Monday 
that he was also interested in 
establishing more preventa- 
tive medical services, to 
reduce the demands on 
doctors and medical facili- 
ties. 

If patients have to start 
paying for some of their 
medical costs, he said, 
they’ll start caring for them- 
selves a little more. This in 
turn could lead to a reduction 
in medical services and 
health care insurance expen- 
ses that are now escalating at

How can they justify an increase of over 100% in 
school busing fees over the past two years when parents 
have no choice of whether their children ride the bus or 
not? 

A bus fee is justified if I choose to send my child to a 
school that requires busing; when there is one he or she 
could walk to within their own area. However, when there 
is no other choice but to send your child by bus because 
no school exists in the immediate area, $80/student is 
absurd!

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Trailer dumping facilities 


DO exist nearby 


Last week the Gazette ran 
an article in which the 
Midnight Twilight Tourist 
Association was quoted as 
saying no facilities existed 
within a reasonable dist- 
ance on the north side of 
Edmonton for dumping of 
trailer sewage. It wasn’t long 
before the mayors of Mor- 
inville and St. Albert were on 
the phone to dispute the 
statement. 

Morinville Mayor Art Sta- 
pleton called to say his town, 
a member of the MTTA, had 
had a facility in use since 
July of 1978. He also said 
plans for improving the 
camping and picnicking fac- 
ilities at Heritage Lake on 
Morinville’s western limits 
were in place with work 
scheduled for 1980. 

Heritage Lake currently 
has 10 cooksites and three 
camp kitchens, Although no 
actual campsites exist at 
present camping is available 
at the site. The Morinville 
Recreation Board has indica- 
tion that the provincial 
department of Parks, Rec- 
reation and Wildlife will be 
spending $40,000 next year 
to stabilize the lakeshore and 
improve the grounds. Mayor 
Stapleton says that camp- 
sites will likely be put in at 
that time. The town, he says, 
is extremely interested in 
attracting tourist trade and 
intends to make stopping in 
Morinville as attractive as 
possible. 

The Sanitation Drop Cen- 
tre, located at the arena 
(adjacent to fair grounds) 
was a joint project by the 
Morinville Lions Club and 
the Royal Canadian Legion. 
On completion it was turned 
over to the town. The no- 
charge facility is hooked into 
the Morinville sewer system 
and also has a fresh water 
hook-up for trailer tanks. At 
present a superstructure is 
being constructed to cover 
the facility. 

Signage on Highway 2 and 
in the town will be installed 
this summer to let passing 
traffic know Morinville is set 
up to handle holidayers’ 
needs. Mayor Stapleton says 
residents of St. Albert who 
holiday north of the city are 
more than welcome to use 
the facility and are encour- 
aged to do so. Mr. Stapleton 
told the Gazette that prior to 
the installation of the Sani- 
tation Drop Centre, Heritage 
Lake had become so polluted 


by trailers dumping in the 
ditches along Sandy Lake 
road it took three years to 
clean it up before swimming 
could be allowed. The lake is 
stocked for trout fishing. 

Come Summer Games 
time in St. Albert there 
would be room for any 
overflow camping says Mr. 
Stapleton. He added that 
Morinville’s goodwill would 
be bound to ‘rub off a little’’ 
on thé residents of St. Albert 
as well as the passing 
tourists. People using the 
Centre would likely look 
around town and maybe stop 
and make purchases at local 
businesses. They may also 
return to Morinville in the 
future.

Over at the Sports Desk, things were in a similar 
upheaval. An account of a hockey team sent fans 
into seizures of outrage. It read like this: 

“The Coliseum set the atmosphere last night for an 
ill rehearsed farce, featuring the Edmonton Edsels 
and the Toronto Twerps. The denouement was 
reached in the fourth (or was it fifth?) -- anyway the 
tinal period when a bellicose Edsel defenseman 
instigated a round of fisticuffs with a Toronto player, 
in what became a blatant exhibition of over-acting. 
The initial rapport seen during the game's first act 
between Coach Schmoe and his team must have 
been an ephemeral one, as his direction soon 
degenerated to the insensitive. The blocking of on- 
ice action was abysmal, as players, for some reason, 
tended to gather in knots around a net placed at 
either end. There also seemed to be some internal 
conflict amongst the players, as they were seen on 
several occasions attempting to knock down their 
fellows. All in all, this production should have tried 
out in New Haven before it hit the road.” 

“(Editor's note: The score has been omitted from 
this account as it is deemed by the author to be 
irrelevant to the evening's overall ambience.)”

the Ayottes have been forced 
to shuffle David between 
schools for the retarded, the 
deaf and the physically 
handicapped. 

Beginning this fall David 
will be among three children 
involved in a one-year trial 
program for deaf and blind 
pre-schoolers at the Alberta 
School for the Deaf. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ayotte are 
pleased with Alberta Educa- 
tion's decision to start the 
program but they have a few 
reservations. They'd hoped 
that the province would 
begin a full program for 
deaf/blind children from 
pre-school to grade 12. They 
also don't like the one-year 
condition that's attached. 

Lastly, they're not sure 
that the program should be 
linked with the Alberta 
School for the Deaf. ‘‘I still 
don’t feel that it’s the ideal 
place’’ Mrs. Ayotte said. She 
fears that David and his two 
classmates won't get the 
interaction they need with 
other students. Because their 
handicaps require unique 
teaching and facilities, she’s 
afraid they won't spend 
enough time with deaf chil- 
dren at the school, And in 
any case, she said, the deaf 
school has no pre-school age 
children. 

Mrs. Ayotte adds, how- 
ever, that the government's 
one-year commitment is cer- 
tainly a step in the right 
direction. She says she’s 
sure that the deaf school's 
superintendent, Kelly Boe- 
sin, is ‘'trying to give us the 
best year he can with his 
budget, working to establish

EDITOR’S NOTE: 

In anticipation of the pro- 
vince’s recent decision to 
offer a program for hearing 
and visually handicapped 
pre-schoolers, Gazette re- 
porter Jeff Adams visited 
Canada’s largest deaf/blind 
school program at the W. 
Ross MacDonald School in 
Brantford, Ontario. 


I slowly traced the letters 
out on the palm of his hand. 

Responding to my question 
he traced more letters back 
to me. ‘‘No,’’ he wrote, ‘‘I 
am not afraid to go to the 
University of British Colum- 
bia this fall. | am not." 

Maybe he isn’t but at 20 
years of age Pierre Morten 
has a right to be. He's both 
deaf and blind. 

Pierre’s teachers at the W. 
Ross MacDonald School in 
Brantford, Ontario call the 
B.C. native ‘‘exceptional."’ 


Push for deaf/blind school succeeds 


deaf/blind children spend 
their lunch hours and rec- 
reation breaks with the deaf 
students. 

He also noted that al- 
though the deaf school has 
no pre-school age children, 
some of their pupils are five 
and six years of age and 
David Ayotte will be four 
before he begins classes 
there. 

Mr. Boesen said a separ- 
ate building will be set aside 
for the deaf/blind children 
but their need to use 
facilities outside of that 
building will keep them from 
ever becoming too isolated. 

The deaf/blind program 
will include one teacher and 
one teacher's assistant, off- 
ering the children training in 
several areas including sp- 
eech and occupational ther- 
apy and audiology. 

**We're not very know- 
ledgeable about deaf/blind 
teaching,’’ Mr. Boesen said, 
but the school is doing 
everything it can right now to 
familiarize itself with multi- 
sensory education methods. 

Over SO letters have 
already been sent out to 
teachers and teacher's assis- 
tants around the country who 
might be willing to assist in 
the program, he said, and 
experts from Canada’s major 
deaf/blind school in Brant- 
ford, Ontario will also be 
arriving at the end of July for 
a couple of days of teaching 
instruction, ‘We're going to 
do the best possible job for 
one year that we can,"’ he 
concluded, 

When it begins this fall the 
deaf/blind program will be 
the only one of its kind in 
Alberta. Various local school 
boards in the province offer 
classes for deaf or blind 
students and the Alberta 
School for the Deaf caters to 
the hearing handicapped, 
but no institution offers help 
to children with both dis-

His courage, determination 
and intelligence have helped 
him overcome the ‘‘severe 
multi-sensory deprivation"’ 
that he, along with the other 
32 deaf and blind students at 
the school, suffer from. 

In a world filled with sound 
and light, with almost in- 
stanteous electronic commu- 
nication around the globe, 
Pierre and his classmates are 
strangely alone. Communi- 
cation with them is limited to 
tracing letters or by the more 
efficient braille typewriters 
and braille audio-adaptors. 

When deaf and blind 
students enter the Mac- 
Donald School they’re often 
totally within themselves. 
The normal stimuli that 
growing children have ar- 
ound them -- the sight of a 
mobile toy aboye their crib, 
pictures in a coloring book, 
even the sound of their 
parents’ voices -- aren't 
available. 

It's the job of the teachers 
and residence counsellors at 
MacDonald School to get 
those communication lines 
open, to try to make up for 
the months and years when 
the child’s perception has 
been so limited. 

Any child from six to 21 
years of age and living from 
Quebec to British Columbia 
is entitled to attend. His 
education and residence 
fees, including full use of the 
school’s gym, library, pool, 
running track, shop classes 
and music rooms, are paid 
for by his province. They 
average about $19,000 a 
child. Similar but smaller 
schools operate in Montreal, 
Que. and Amherst, N.S. 

In the deaf and blind 
section of the MacDonald 
School (the majority of the 
105 year-old school, with its 
220 students, is strictly for 
blind children) 11 teachers 
operate with several coun- 
sellors on a 24-hour a day 
education program. 

The school’s director of 
student services, Bill Pippy, 
says staff in the classroom 
and in.the students’ resi- 
dences are ‘‘responsible for 
teaching recreational, safety, 
mobility, social, academic 
and living skills."’ ; 

The school must think in 
terms of 24 hours a day, Mr. 
Pippy said, because the 
students are there for 10 
months a year, night and 
day, and also because many 
deaf/blind youngsters don't 
have normal time mechan- 
isms. ‘*Their inner clocks are 
all mixed up,’’ he said. 
“They'd just as soon sleep in 
the day and stay up all 
night."’ 

Each teacher is respon 
sible for three students. Mr. 
Pippy said this system works 
best because it allows an 
important trust relationship 
to build and because each 
child progresses at his ow? 
rate, making 4 normal 
classroom situation impos 
sible. 

The deaf/blind program 
doesn’t think in terms of 
grade two or grade eight. 
Students are ‘‘ungraded, 
Mr. Pippy said, ‘‘because

She appears briefly frozen in 
the fleeting moods of child- 
hood: vitality, freedom, ser- 
enity, security, creativity and 
innocence. The onlooker 
cannot help but feel the 
vulnerability of all children, 
and the compassion and 
responsibility needed in car- 
ing for them. The poster also 
carries a quotation from Kate 
Douglas Wiggins: ‘‘Every 
child born into the world is a 
new thought of God, an 
ever-fresh and radiant res- 
ponsibility.’’ In the words of 
Mrs. Baumann-Rondez, 
**Move with the child and the 
flowers and the whole be- 
comes a windblown har- 
mony."*

abilities. 

Mrs. Ayotte says that's 
deplorable.

must pay the $19,000-a-year 
cost.

Fortunately for the Ayottes 
the province has organized a 
planning team for opening a 
deaf/blind school in Alberta. 
One of its two members, 
Harvey Finnistead, said a 
report will be forwarded with 
recommendations to Alberta 
Education by October. 

Mr. Finnistead, a member 
of Edmonton's regional edu- 
cation office and a consultant 
in special education, says 
he's working ‘‘to plan a 
comprehensive program’’ for 
the deaf/blind, the deaf and 
multi-handicapped and the

uable for Pierre and Eddie in 
teaching them important 
concepts that would now be 
very difficult to grasp.

She still has a bit to learn 
though. Rena’s a little cranky 
today at school because she 
can't quite understand why 
today's birthday party is for 
somebody else -- she still 
hasn't learned that we each 
only get one birthday a year. 

Today's official birthday 
girl is nine year-old Cara 
Bulmer from London, On- 
tario, Her mother Cherry has 
driven to Brantford for the 
party. Mrs. Bulmer says her 
daughter camé to the deaf 
and blind school four years 
ago. 

Mrs. Bulmer's bout with 
German measles before 
Cara's birth led to her 
blindness. Born with catar- 
acts, Cara can see ‘‘off and 
on,’’ her mother says. 
‘*Blocks of her life are lost 
when she's been blind."’ 

Mrs, Bulmer recalls that 
doctors who first examined 
her deaf and blind little girl 


study plan and its recom- 
mendations, Mr. Finnistead 
said ‘I think the government 
is placing high priority on the 
handicapped and particularly 
the seeing and hearing 
handicapped, and so I expect 
implementation will be car- 
ried out as quickly as 
possible."’ 

Mrs. Ayotte says she’s still 
not overly optimistic. 
“We're looking four to five 
years down the line,’’ she 
said before any full-scale 
school for the deaf and blind 
will be started in Alberta. 

A large part of the pro- 
blem, she said, is people’s 
own laziness and ignorance.

The children 
learn a combination of aca- 
demic, social and practical 
skills at whatever rate they 
can handle them. 

One of those skills, he 
added, is simply knowing 
their way around Brantford. 
“It is hoped that each 
student, when he graduates, 
can go to any address in 
Brantford using public tran- 
sit and be back in 45 to 90 
minutes."’ 

An achievement like that, 
though insignificant for most 
of us, is a goal for at least 33 
students in Brantford, On- 
tario. And for some, like 
Pierre, it may only be the 
first among many.

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Alice Ross : Mounties second Mum

Mounties given a posting 
in St. Albert usually learn 
about one particular citizen 
before hearing about anyone 
else in town. That person is 
Alice Ross. 

Alice Ross's home has 
been a lodging for Mounties 
since the late 50’s when she 
began boarding RCMP offic- 
ers at her comfortable 
rambling house on the St. 
Albert Trail. Since 1958, 
several Mounties have hung 
their hat in Alice’s guest 
room, and enjoyed the 
commonsensical wit and 
kindness of their landlady. 
Although her brother Neil 
Ross was known by all as one 
of the citizens who developed 
modern St. Albert, Alice 
moved away from here for 22 
years, when she worked as 
an AGT operator in Tofield. 
It was on her return that she 
began to rent rooms to 
RCMP officers. 

Alice is the ideal landlady. 
She doesn’t go in for women 


hanging around the house, 
especially ones with ‘red and 
gold fever’ which is an illness 
attributed to RCMP group- 
ies. However she is never 
averse to some fun, which 
she says used to include the 
occasional drop o’ the whisk- 
ey. In the years since she has 
become a second mother to 
the officers of the local 
detachment she has joined in 
the various celebrations with 
true Western enthusiasm, 
making the journey to nine or 
10 Grey Cup games and 
innumerable hockey games. 
With a reminiscent twinkle, 
she recalls that the bus trips 
were great fun and parties 
quite often were a part of the 
scheme of things. 

The Mounties might not 
stay forever at Alice’s but the 
friendships they share with 
her have been enduring. 
Many have returned and still 
return to visit, bringing with 
them their wives and child- 
ren. She corresponds with 
them by mail, and keeps in

touch with their progress. 

The Mounties have not 
allowed Alice Ross’ gener- 
osity of spirit go unremarked 
In 1970, she was presented 
with an elegant silver tray, 
which the detachment had 
had engraved. Jt hangs in a 
place of honour on the living 
room wall, 

The latest tribute from 
them came to her a few 
weeks ago, at the RCMP 
Regimental Ball. The ball 
followed on the heels of a 
visit from the Musical Ride, 
and Alice was on hand to 
meet all the ‘‘boys’’ from the 
ride. And they were ready to 
meet her -- ready with a 
Musical Ride commemora- 
tive book which they and 
their Commanding Officer, 
Inspector Walker had all 
signed. Alice points out in 
the book that they have each 
written the names of their 
horses as well, a fact which 
threw Alice for a moment. 

“I thought it was their 
wives names at first, and 


wondered at some of the § 
names they had!’’ she 
chuckles. 

Although the ball was 
sponsored by the Kinsmen to 
honour the RCMP and the 
Musical Ride, a tribute to 
Alice was made spontan- 
eously that night, a fact 
which delighted her. How- 
ever, she is quick to assert 
that the evening had been in 
tribute to the officers not to 
her, and told me to be sure 
that this was made clear. It

Other touches remind a 
visitor that the house’s 
occupant is a valued member 
of the community. A cheerful 
bouquet of flowers sits on the 
table, a gift from the 
indefatigable Renee Laird, 
St. Albert's information off- 
icer and a friend of Alice’s. It 
is a house through which 
many appreciative people 
have passed. In the middle of 
it all sits Alice Ross, talking 
with the vivacity of a 
teen-ager, a hint of the devil 
lurking belfind her eyes, 
ready to emerge in peals of 
hearty laughter. She may 
speak deprecatingly of her 
age, but it is the last thing an 
observer notices about Alice 
Ross, for she is a character, 
one of many that have 
contributed to the unique 
personality of this com- 


te,

What's 
on the 
agenda? 


By Catherine Clausen 

Following are some frequently asked questions as 
related to the commencement of a meeting. All 
answers are according to Robert's Rules of Order 
Newly Revised. 

Q. How is a meeting called to order? 

A. The presiding officer raps with the gavel once, 
and says, “The meeting will please come to order.” 

Q. When the meeting is in order, how does he 
proceed? 

A. The chair (President) directs the secretary to 
read the minutes by saying, “The secretary will read 
the minutes of the previous meeting.” 

Q. When the minutes are read, how then does 
one proceed? 

A. The chair asks, “Are there any corrections to the 
minutes?” If none are suggested, the chair says, 
“The minutes stand approved as read.” 

Q. If corrections are read, how then does one 
proceed? 

A. The chair directs the secretary to make the 
corrections. ; 

Q. If there is objection to the correction 
suggested, how then does one proceed? 

A. A motion must be made if there is an objection, 
otherwise, the chair asks, “Are there any further 
corrections?” If there is no response, the chair says, 
“The minutes stand approved as read.” Communica- 
tions may be read and disposed of after the order of 
business. (Communications may be read later in the 
meeting if a matter requires a vote, saves time in re- 
reading a communication to refresh the memory of 
the members.) 

Q. When the report of the Treasurer is read, 
how does one proceed? 

A. The chair asks, “Are there any questions 
concerning the Treasurer's report?” After allowing 
time for questions and submissions of bills, the chair 
then says, “The Treasurer's Report will be filed for 
audit.” No vote is taken on adopting the treasurer's 
report. At the end of a term year, after an auditor's 
report, the report of the auditor is put to the vote, (the 
treasurer's reports are contained within the report of 
the auditor). 

Q. Who reads the report of the board?

A. The Secretary reads the recommendations and 
only the. board report as directed. The full executive 
minutes are not read to an assembly. The minutes of 
the proceedings of a board are confidential. 

Q. If the board report contains recommenda- 
tions, how is the report handled? 

A. The report is open to debate and amendments if 
it contains resolutions. A motion is usually made by 
the secretary to adopt the resolutions or recommen- 
dations. If there are no recommendations, etc., no 
action by the assembly is necessary; the chair then 
states the report will be filed. 

Q. After the report of the board has been 
disposed of, how proceed? 

A. The chair says: “The next order of business is 
the report of standing committees. (meaning 
continuing committees). 

Q. Should the chair call for the report of each 
standing committee? 

A. The chair should have a list of all working and 
special committees, and should call upon commit- 
tees ahead of time to prepare a report when 
necessary. If the chair is in doubt, he should say: 
“Have the standing committee(s) of . . . any report to 
make? (All committees are responsible to give full 
reports to the assembly, when called upon to 
prepare one. The information to be received is the 
right of the assembly and organization. Sometimes 


committees do not fully understand this responsi- 
bility. Reports should be given at regular intervals. 

Q. What is the next order of business? 

A. Reports of special or ad hoc committees, the 
chair says, “We will now have the report of the Ad 
Hoc or Special committee... to... 

Q. After reports have been disposed of, how 
proceed? 

A. The chair takes up the next order of business, 
which is unfinished business. (unfinished business is 
covered in the minutes of the previous meeting, 
given to the chair by the secretary). 

Q. What does unfinished business include? 

A. Unfinished business includes all business taken 
up and not disposed of at the last meeting, and 
business postponed to this meeting, which includes 
general orders and special orders when only the day 
or meeting is specified, which could include the time 
to be presented on the agenda. 

Q. What does new business include? 

A. Communications that apply to an action; if 
action is required it should be taken when the 
communication is read. This also holds true when 
new proposals are presented to an assembly; the 
chair asks: “is there any further business to come 
before the meeting? If not, adjourn the meeting. The 
meeting may include a program, and in such a case, 
adjournment is only when deemed appropriate.

Edmonton is safe 
from Skylab’s descent 


There has been much talk 
lately in the news media 
about the fate of the orbiting 
Skylab space station. It is 
now expected that Skylab 
will fall to earth sometime 
between July 7 and July 17. 
Or course the interest in this 
event has been generated by 
the fact that no one can 
predict where it is going to 
fall. Debris from the breakup 
of Skylab as it plunges 
through the atmosphere will 
likely be spread over a 6000 
km by 150 km wide area, but 
no one can determir with 
any certainty the location of 
this area on the earth’s 
surface until the very last 
minute before Skylab’s final 
descent. 

However, something we 
can be sure of is that Skylab 
will not fall in Northern 
Canada, or to be more spe- 
cific, in any area north of 
S0°N. Latitude. (This in- 
cludes Edmonton). This is 
because the orbit of Skylab is

“Sound re-inforcement !” 


If you paid a visit to your local watering-hole of 
late, you might have noticed a bunch of guys on 
stage, performing various antics, amidst drowning 
electronic distortion, much to the glee of the beer- 
bibing populace, who, to all intent and purposes, are 
immune to the extremely loud noise. Oh! the 
crackling distortion of overdriven amplifiers and loud 


speakers! 

Communication plays a very important part in 
today’s world. In the music business, the artists’ 
survival depends more and more on the Public 
Address (P.A.) system. A good sound reinforcement 
system requires the following components . . . 

1. An excellent sound technician. 

2. Good microphones. As a matter of fact, the best 
money can buy. 

3. A good mixing board. 

4. Heavy duty power amplifiers, with plenty of juice, 
and superb transient response. 

5. Well designed and very efficient loud speakers. 

6. Accessories like cross-overs, limiters, delay 
units, ete. 

However, the cost is considerable; which rather 
makes it difficult for tight budgeted musicians to get 
in on the ground floor. While this state of affairs is 
obviously lamentable, most musicians with some 
dollars to spare simply walk into their neighborhood 
music shop, grab the latest available e/ cheapo 
mixer-amplitier, a pair of column speakers, and voila 
. . . PA system. After all, they all came to see the 
guitar player. . . right? Wrong. If most bands could 
really hear what they sound like up front! 

Good sound reinforcement actually starts from the 
musicians themselves. In the days gone by, excellent 
audio recordings were made of bands who knew 
how to “balance” themselves, with just a single 
microphone. A bandleader once told his drummer, 
who was seated at the far end of stage, “If you 
cannot hear the singer, that (situated at the other 
end), it means you are playing too loud.” Now try 
saying that to our Fender-totting younger musicians. 


Good self balance is the beginning of sense 
balance. If sense is supposed to be common, how 
come | have seen stacks of instrumental amps on 
stage, and a couple of home-made speakers up front 
masquerading as PA? The opposite of the situation’ 
is true; buy smaller instrument amps, and the biggest 
PA system you can lay your hands on. Speaking of 
power amps, why do you need a lot of power? It is 
an insurance against distortion, and it also improves 
clarity and intelligibility. For example, if the bass is 
pushing 50 watts and the guitar is pushing 50, then 
you need 10 times as much power for PA... . 500 
watts pure and simple. 

Microphones range in price from $200 to $2,000. 
Taking designs into consideration, you could go from 
ribbon, through dynamics to condensers. For polar 
patterns, try omnis, unis and figure of eights. 
However, sound reinforcement do not begin or end 
on the musical stage. There are PA systems in 
conference halls, speedways, churches, convention 
halls and theatres. The paging systems used in 
schools and offices and sometimes supermarkets 
are part of the same ball game. If you are in the 
market for PA systems, check out the following well 
known names... Altec, JBL, Traynor, Peavy, Tapco, 
Gauss, Cerwin, Vega and Bi-Amp.

MIT in an interview, ‘‘be- 
cause it means that the 
composition of each meal will 
directly affect the synthesis 
of chemical signals in the 
brain,” 

This discovery surprised 
scientists, because of the 
previously held belief that 


the so called ‘‘blood brain’’ 
barrier protected the brain 
from direct influences from 
the day-to-day diet. Only a 
few strong substances such 
as alcohol and narcotics were 
believed capable of pene- 
trating this barrier. 
Experiments involving tr- 
eatment of manic depressive 
illness, tardive dyskensia 
and a common form of 
progressive senility known as 
Alzheimer's disease have 
had promising results. Me- 
dical researchers in Edin- 
burgh, Scotland recently 
gave choline supplements to 
patients suffering from 
mind-destroying Alzheimer’s 
disease and found the treat- 
ment slowed its progress. A 
similar study at the Allan 
Memorial Institute in Quebec 
also had an encouraging 
outcome. Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease, despite its unfamiliar 
name, is estimated to cause 
severe memory problems for 


as many as 1S percent of 
people older than 65. In 
addition, it is believed to be 
the most common dementia- 
producing illness in persons 
older than 45, 

At St. Elizabeth's Hospital 
in Washington, D.C., se- 
ientists from the National 
Institute of Mental Health 
found evidence that choline 
treatment improved the me- 
mory of normal persons 
whose short-term memory 
scores were low. No diff- 
erence was noted in persons 
with good memory skills, 
however. 

These discoveries come at 
a time when the conventional 
wisdom about the relation- 
ship between the cholesterol 
in eggs and the development 
of heart disease is being 
called into question by an 
increasing body of medical 
research. Dr. George V. 
Mann, of the Vanderbilt 
University School of Med- 
icine, has written that 
although ‘‘for 25S years the 
treatment dogma for coron- 
ary heart disease has been a 
low-cholesterol, low-fat po- 
lyunsaturated diet ... clinical 
trials of prevention by diet, 
both primary and secondary, 
have shown that diet has no 
more than a trivial effect on 
cholesterolemia and has no 
real effect on morbidity and 
mortality.”’

Americans eat $1.6 billion in pizzas

Thick crust or thin, with or 
without anchovies, pizza is 
gaining as a staple of the 
American diet. 

Americans ate a mere $700 
million worth of pizza at 
restaurant chains in 1974 but 


spent $1.6 billion on the dish 
last year. And pizza's popu- 
larity is contributing to a 
greater demand for its in- 
gredients, says an agricul- 
ture department economist. 
Mushroom consumption 
has doubled in 10 years, and 
the tomato -- used in both 


paste and sauce for pizza -- 
has become the nation’s top 
processed vegetable crop. 


BURGERS STILL BIGGER 
Not that pizza is about to 


knock off hamburgers as the 
nation’s number one ‘‘fast’’ 


food. Last year Americans 
spent a whopping $11 billion 
at hamburger restaurant 
chains. But pizza, trend 


watchers say, has more room, 


to expand. 

“There’s no doubt pizza's 
becoming more popular,”’

editor of Institutions, a food 
industry publication. ‘‘You 
can only eat so many 
hamburgers, hot dogs, and 
chicken,"’ 

Teen-agers may have 
something to do with the 
boom. A recent Gallup poll 
found ‘‘Italian foods,’’ in- 
cluding pizza, lasagna, and 
spaghetti, to be their fav- 
orites. The ever-popular 
hamburger ranked only 
third, behind steak. 

Ashton thinks pizza is 
riding the wave of popularity 
shared by many ethnic 
specialities, including Mexi- 
can food. ‘People are more 
adventurous eaters than they 
used to be,”’ he said. 

Pizza aficionados seem to 
be divided into camps -- thin 
crust lovers and thick crust 
lovers. Some are loyal to 
another variety -- deep dish 
or Chicago-style pizza. In 
Milwaukee, pizza is often 
served cut up in little pieces, 
and in Pennsylvania, the 
sauce is put on top of the 
cheese. 

As for toppings, hambur- 
ger and pepperoni appear 
most popular, followed by 
mushrooms and olives, says 
William Crawley of Pizza 
Hut, the country’s largest 
pizzeria chain. Some people 
even relish a sprinkling of 
anchovies. ‘‘I don’t care for 

them myself,’’ Crawley con- 
fessed. ‘‘You give me an 
anchovy and I'll give it right 
back to you.”’

The restaurant chain dt 
now embarking on a ca 

paign to remove pizza's junk 
food stigma. ‘We think pizza 
is more nutritious than any 
food you can buy at a chain 
restaurant,”’ Crawley said. 


PLENTY OF CALORIES 


Is the average slice of 
pizza more nutritious than, 
say, the average hamburger? 
No, says Karen Lechowich, a 
dietitian with the American 
Dietetic Association. If the 
hamburger has lettuce and 
tomato, they are about equal. 

Although pizza does have 
some valuable nutrients, ig, 
most notable element is fat. 
Besides, an average-size 
slice with sausage topping 
has 234 calories, and, as Ms. 
Lechowich pointed out, most 
pizza devotees don’t stop at 
one piece. 

Pizza, the Italian word for 
pie, first sprang up 4 
Naples, but much of 1 
pizza served there these days 
is eaten by tourists. True 
Italian pizza is a bit different 
from its American cousin. 

Italians tend to eschew 
toppings, sticking to tomato 
sauce, mozarella, and a little 
oregano, 

‘‘The best is baked without 
a pan,’’ said an Italian 
embassy employee in Was 
ington who doesn’t find the 
American version tempting. 
‘When I want pizza, I make 
it at home."’

Adaptable kangaroos can do more than hop

WASHINGTON - They 

Bay not be able to leap tall 
buildings in a single bound, 
but kangaroos get around 
pretty well. The gray kang- 
aroo -- one of the largest of 
the lot -- can clear a six-foot 
fence with plenty of room to 
spare. 

The only large mammal 
that hops, the kangaroo has 
some other tricks up its 
pouch: 

--Kangaroos cruise at 12 to 
15 miles an hour and can 
accelerate to more than twice 
that speed, Geoffrey B. 


claws of its hind feet. If water 
is nearby, the boomer may 
wade in chest deep, grab a 
dog with its forepaws, and 
hold it underwater until it 
drowns, 

--Possessing a multicham- 
bered stomach, kangaroos 
can ingest large quantities of 
plant fiber high in cellulose, 
a major component of card- 
board. This ability to eat 
what other animals can’t 
helps roos survive. 

One of the most amazing 
features of the kangaroo is 
the way it begins life. Within 
moments of arrival, defense- 
less and blind, the infant no 


more than an inch long finds 
its way up its mother’s furry 
front and into her pouch with 
its life-giving teats. If the 
infant loses its way, it dies. 

Firmly anchored to a 
steady milk supply, a baby 
red roo, for instance, will 
grow two thousandfold in the 
six months before it ventures 
outside again. 

The pouch’s teats simul- 
taneously provide different 
milk formulas: a low-fat 
liquid for the newborn still 
inside and a high-fat mixture 
for the young that have left 
the pouch but return for 


STANDBY EMBRYO 

The female has another 
ability: She can store a 
dormant embryo that will 
resume development and be 
delivered if a newborn dies 
or is prematurely removed 
from the pouch. Evidently, 
the cessation of teat stim- 
ulation triggers this res- 
ponse. 

Indigenous only to Austra- 
lia and adjacent islands, the 
56 kangaroo species range in 


size from the one-pound 
musky rat kangaroo to the 
nearly 200-pound red. There 
is a species for almost every 
terrain; one can even survive 
by drinking seawater. 

Who their antecedents 
were and how they got to 
Australia are still debatable. 
It is generally agreed that all 
Australian marsupials, in- 
cluding kangaroos, descend 
from small, perhaps pouch- 
less, carnivores or insecti- 


vores capable of bearing 
larger litters of young. 

Several of Australia’s sm- 
all kangaroos are now rare or 
extinct, probably as a result 
of the clearing away of brush 
they need for food and 
shelter. And until recently, 
people could kill roos without 
restriction, Now every state 
in Australia has adopted a 
System that permits only 
controlled destruction of the 
animals.

In addition, he 
said, the MD's senior citi- 
zens homes have increased 
their budgets by one-half a 
mill. 

The tax increase will allow 
the MD to raise over $5.6 
million from residents -- 
more than half of the total 
$8,868,484.67 budget. 

Major revenue sources 


other than taxes include 
$865,000 in conditional and 
unconditional transfers from 
the provincial and federal 
governments, $478,000 in 
transfers from other local 
governments, $608,000 from 
the sale of the MD's goods 
and services, $633,000 from 
rents, licenses, permits, re- 
funds, etc., and $353,000 in 
grants-in-lieu-of-taxes from 
the provincial and federal 
governments. 

Two of the major capital 
expenditures for 1979 are 
$153,000 for two road grad- 
ers and $186,000 for a 
bulldozer. The budget for 


road gravelling has been set 
at $878,755.67 -- a $128,000, 
increase over last year's 
budget but actually a $10,000 
drop from what the service 
eventually cost last year. 
Road oiling, in turn, has 
been allotted $600,000 -- the 
Same amount as last year’s 
budget but $154,000 more 
than was actually spent. 
The budget sets aside 
$210,000 to gravel and repair 
Oliver Avenue from Ever-

Kroeger responds to MD 


road complaints 


The provincial minister of 
Transportation, Henry Kroe- 
ger, has informed the Gaz- 
ette that Sturgeon Road 635 
from Namao west to Calahoo, 
Sturgeon Road 794 from 
Villeneuve north and Stur- 
geon Road 642 west of 
Morinville have all been 
classified as high priority for 
repairs. 

Mr. Kroeger noted that 
major construction projects 
are already underway on 635 
and 794, and 642 will be 
considered in future pro- 
grams. To alleviate imme- 
diate problems on 642, Mr. 
Kroeger said, the road will 
be restored by gravelling and 
oiling it in the next few 
weeks. 

The minister made his 
comments in reaction to 
several complaints from tax- 
payers concerning the con- 
dition of MD roads this 
spring. 

He also pointed out that 
‘although we have develop- 
ed an extensive program for 
the upgrading of the Sec- 


ondary Roads System in 
counties and municipal dis- 
tricts, these roads are still 
the responsibility of the loca} 
councils. However, with a 
total of 6,000 miles to be 
improved it is impossible to 


undertake improvements on 
all of the roads immediately. 
We must follow some order 
of priority in programming 
this work, and this is con- 
stantly being reviewed with 
the local councils."’ 


Press ousted from 


budget meeting 


Despite one councillor's 
protests the MD Council 
closed its doors to the public 
last week for its budget 
meeting. 

Commenting on the bud- 
get documents before him, 
councillor Walter Jerram 
said ‘‘there’s nothing here 
that the public couldn't be 
reported to right away."’ » 

He said that as far as he 
knew, council was only 
supposed to go ‘in camera’ 
for matters concerning wag- 


es, employees and anything 
that could jeopardize the 
MD. ‘'I can’t see myself 
what there is here,"’ he said. 


Other councillors disagr- 
eed, arguing that a reporter 
at their meeting would 
inhibit free discussion, In 
voting with the others to ban 
the press, councillor Law-

East-West farm exchange set 


National Farmers Union 
(NFU) Junior President Ken 
Farion of Vegreville, Alberta 
announced this week that a 
total of 67 NFU youths will 
participate in an east-west 
exchange visit starting July 
13 and culminating in a four 
day seminar at Brandon, 
Manitoba, July 27. 

Farion said that the 
exchange participants, orig- 
inating from the maritime 
provinces, Ontario, the three 
prairie provinces, and B.C., 
will spend 10 days with host 
families visiting agricultural 
and other places of interest 
at opposite ends of Canada. 

Eastern participants will 
be hosted in the prairie 
provinces and B.C., while 
Western youth will travel 
through the U.S. where they 
will be guests for a day of the 
North Dakota Farmers Union 
and then go on to tour the 
Chicago Board of Trade and 
their host families in central 
and eastern Canada. 

On their way back, all 
participants will meet at 
Winnipeg to visit the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board, then 
attend the Brandon seminar 
where they will have an 
opportunity to exchange 
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their experiences, examine 
the structure of farm or- 
ganizations, and discuss 
agricultural policy. NFU Pr- 
esident James Mayne of 
Emerald, P.E.1., will address 
the seminar. 

The exchange is being 
funded internally, with costs 
of $440 each being shared by 
the participants; NFU Locals: 
and NFU Districts. Partici- 
pants will be expected to 
report their experiences to 
their sponsoring locals and 
districts, 

Farion said children of 
NFU members between the 
ages of 14 and 21 have full 
membership privileges, in- 
cluding the right to vote and 
run for any office in the 
grassroots based farm or- 
ganization. 

Farion concluded by poin- 
ting out that the 1979 
exchange will follow eight 
previous successful annual 
exchanges by NFU youth, 
These exchanges, he said,

You should treat your 
dugout water for algae every 
spring, according to Blair 
Wright, Alberta Agricult- 
ure’s engineering technolo- 
gist at Fairview. 

He explains that all dug- 
outs contain algae which, if 
not treated while still in- 
visible in the early spring, 
will gradually form a dense 
growth in the water. When 
treated at this stage, the 
dead organic matter falls to 
the bottom of the dugout 
where it decomposes and 
causes the water to turn 
black and to develop a very 
unpleasant odor. 

Mr. Wright suggests trea- 
ting dugout water as soon as 
spring seeding has been 
completed. The usual meth- 
od is to spray a copper 
sulphate (bluestone) solution 
over the surface of the water, 
An alternative method is to 
put the copper sulphate in a 
cloth sack and drag the sack 
back and forth over the 
surface of the water until all 
the chemical has dissolved. 
The recommended rate of 
copper sulphate for both 
methods is one pound for 
every 100,000 gallons of 
water, 

Cutrine is recommended 
for algae control in dugouts 
containing hard water (over 
200 parts per million of 
hardness) because the cop- 
per sulphate will not remain 
dissolved in the water long 
enough to do an effective job. 
Cutrine should be used at 
rates specified on the label 
and sprayed over the entire 
water surface. 

Mr. Wright says treatment 
of dugout water that is 
**murky"’ (usually caused by 
the spring run-off or heavy 
rains) should be delayed 
until the silt has settled out 
because the particles impede 
the effectiveness of the 
chemical. If the water does 
not clear of its own accord, as 
occasionally happens, it 
should be treated with alum- 
inum sulphate (commonly 
called alum) before it is 
treated for algae. Informa- 
tion on application rates and 
methods of treatment can be 
obtained from regional agri- 
cultural engineering tech- 
nologist who can be con- 
tacted through your district 
agriculturist, John Hladky at 
Morinville.

All tree planting sites, 
regardless of whether they 
are to be used for a field, 
farmstead or roadside shel- 
terbelt must be properly 
summerfallowed this year. 
The proposed planting sites 
will be inspected this sum- 
mer, and the owners of any 
that have not been properly 
prepared will not be given 
government trees. 

When planning your shel- 
terbelt planting site, remem- 
ber that the rows should be 
16 to 20 feet apart. The 
recommended “‘in’’ row spa- 
cings are 8 to 10 feet for 
poplars and 10 feet for 
Manitoba maples agd-green 
ash and 10 to 12 feet for 
spruce. The recommended 
*“*in’’ row spaciffg for cara- 
gana is 1% feet, while for 
honeysuckle and lilac it is 3 
to 5 feet. 

Multiple row plantings, 
consisting of three or four 
rows of trees, are considered 
the most effective type of 
shelterbelt for breaking the 
wind and trapping the snow. 
Fast growing species like 
caragana, honeysuckle and 
lilac are recommended for 
the windward side of the 
shelterbelt. Next to this row 
should be one or two rows of 
deciduous trees like poplars, 
maples or willows and then a 
row of evergreens. 

Another thing to be taken 
into account when planning a 
shelterbelt planting site is 
that it must be 100 feet back 
from the centre of a rural 
road, 134 feet back from the 
centre of a secondary road 
and at least 234 feet back 
from the centre of a pro- 
vincial highway. 

Government tree applica- 
tion forms for the 1980 
planting season can be ob- 
tained from all district 
agriculturists who also have 
a complete list of the trees 
that will be available next 
year and a book of photo- 
graphs that show what each

Parent offers experience and advice 


EDITOR'S NOTE: 

The writer of this comm- 
entary has asked that her 
name be withheld. 


Since this is the Year of the 
Child, I would like to express 
some of my thoughts, with 
the hope it could startle 
someone into realizing that 
children are our only re- 
source, that they're the only 
‘thing worth a tinkers damn. 

Maybe it'll remind parents 
teachers, and especially the 
children how important they 
are now and in the future, 
because they are the future. 

A child is born to a mother 
and father. There are those 
who say it’s reproduction, 
and there are those who 
believe it’s a gift from God. 
Either way it's the most 
marvellous thing that can 
happen to parents. 

We have a beautiful baby 
girl or a handsome baby boy. 
If we're lucky they are 
intelligent, talented, healthy 
little things that grow up to 
fit into the social cycle with 
ease, 

Everyone of us has the 
right to believe that our child 
is the greatest human being 
in the world. 

But, what if he or she is 
different? Do we lose the 
right to believe they're the 
greatest? Do we say ‘‘Why 
us?"’ Do we throw up our 
hands and hope no one will 
notice? No, 

You go to doctors, tea- 
chers, psychologists, spe- 
cialists, anyone that might 
have answers. You go to your 
families, ministers, and to 
God, for much-needed emo- 
tional support. You don't 
always get the answers, to 
your specific situation, and at 
times you feel you've ex- 
hausted your supply of 
support, but you don’t quit; 
it's just back to square one 
again - and again. 

You are inclined to love 
that child more fiercely, 
because of its greater need. 
You tell him that he has the 
right to be different, that he 
is good, that he is lovable 
and he believes you. 

Then you send him to 
school. Because he isn’t an 
apparent mongoloid, or in a 
wheelchair, or blind, or deaf. 
(God loves these kids too and 
folks, you'd better too), he 
starts out in regular classes. 

Now, heartbreak, for him 
and you, because of a special 
bond to that little one, you 
feel every hurt that he does. 
It's not like a black eye from 
a fight, he’s probably quite 
capable of returning that, but 
if he's ‘‘different,’’ he 
probably isn't the least agg- 
ressive. I say ‘‘Bully for 
you,’’ to the kid who is 
‘different’ and aggressive 
enough to make it known that 
he's as important as the next 
fellow. 

At first he's called lazy or a 
day dreamer at school. He 
can't keep up to the class. He 
may even look ‘‘different’’ 
and because most kids are 
average and come from 
average homes and smug 
parents who don't teach 
them that kindness and just 
good manners can prevent 
the nasty, cutting actions 
toward these different chil- 
dren, the first emotional 
scarring starts, 

This may sound extreme, 
but if you are five or six years 
old and are branded ‘‘dum- 
my" when you've been told 


at home that you're 0.K., 
acceptable, nice, and that 
you'll like school, and the 
kids will like you and play 
with you - brother, that’s a 
jolt. 

When he comes home 
from school, you see on his 
face ‘‘I’m safe here, I'm 
O.K. now,’’ and the next 
morning send the poor kid 
back for more of the same. ° 

There is a belief in some 
school systems that to fail a 
child can do harm because he 
will be passed by his class- 
mates. You, as parents, trust 
the judgment of people 
trained in the field of educa- 
tion, so you accept this. 

Then it hits - your child is 
in grade 4 or S and can’t read 
or write, never mind under- 
stand mathematics. So you 
look to the other programs 
that are offered - after the 
child has been bashing his 
head against a brick wall in 
his effort to ‘‘not be a 
dummy.” 

These programs are only 
as good as the teachers, And 


they're often opposed by the 
good taxpayers in the dis- 
trict. 

You will meet two kinds of 
teachers. First the ones who 
care. No one can say enough 
for these people. They are 
only concerned with the acc- 
omplishments of their young 
people. They place accent on 
any sign they see, that 
maybe the way for the ‘‘diff- 
erent’’ child to make its mark 
in the world. They are grand 
people and are headed for 
sainthood. 

Then there are the others, 
whose concerns are: ‘How 
will the performance of this 
group, look on my teaching 
record? These kids are too 
frustrating. These kids are 
making me look like a 
failure.’ They were failures 
from day one. 

So you've found a good 
program, but by now the 
child's self worth is down the 
tube. He suspects you of 
lying to him because, being 
loved, accepted and safe at 
home mean nothing. 

Back to square one, but 
the game board has changed. 
Now some of the average 
kids that ‘“‘have no pro- 
blems"’ show this child who 
is ‘‘different’’ that there are 
pills, booze, cigarettes, and 
God knows what else to help 
beat-the pressures - peer 
pressure, academic pressure 
and above all, acceptability. 

Some of these kids are so 
lonely, they'd sell their 
souls, to be accepted. Boys, 
fortunately, will be able to 
walk away from some situa- 
tions, but what about our 
girls? They only need to have 
some boy tell them that they 
are ‘‘as cute as Mary Jane"’ 
and they're a slave for life. 
Please don't think all boys 
are above treating a ‘‘diff- 
erent’’ girl this way. 

We hear so much about 
conserving energy. Doesn't 
anyone know, or care, that 
without the children there 
will be no need for energy in 
the future? 

From where | sit it looks 
pretty grim. By the time 
natural causes, birth control 
pills, booze, drugs, teen-age 
suicide and automobiles take 
their toll of our young, there 
will be no need to worry 
about conservation. 

Think about this: our great 
grandparents’ average fam- 


ily was eight to 12 members, 
our grandparents was six to 
eight, our parents’ was two 
to four, our next generation 
is two (if it can't be avoided). 

The only solution to this 
situation, as well as child 
neglect, teen-age drinking, 
drugs, law breaking and 
pregnancy, must come from 
those in whose hands God 
trusted these small people. 
Are we such a sorry lot, that 
we can’t handle it? Aren't 
each and everyone of us 
thankful and happy that we 
were children? How can we 
offer the kids less? 

What about the kid with 
loads of promise, He copes 
with everyday life and for the 
most part does fine. He sees 
things that he knows aren't 
right in society but who cares 
for his opinion; he’s only a 
kid. 

If an adult takes a job and 
for whatever reason it’s not 
up to his standards, he can 
leave or change his place of 
employment. If an adult 
meets a person or group of 


persons and for whatever 
reason he doesn't enjoy the 
activity or company, he has 
the right to avoid these 
people, Adults may well 
agree with opinions expres- 
sed by their children, but 
really, who cares because 
they're only kids. Then this 
bright young person begins 
to wonder ‘‘are my ambitions 
and efforts really of any 
importance?’’ He wonders, 
then he revolts, then he 
despairs, then he gives up. 
He gives up his dreams, his 
drive, his pride and his 
opinion of all of us sinks. 

Extreme? No sir. Some of 
the most infamous people in 
history were once most 
promising young people. 
(Napoleon, Hitler, Dillinger 
and many more). Society and 
the system wasted those 
young minds (our most im- 
portant resource), and sir, 
that's us, 

There has to be some 
people that can somehow 
stop the vandalism against 
our young people. And that 
‘people’ must be us. 


Strike continues problems 


The continuing effects of 
the Longshoremen Strike at 
west coast, and the railway's 
inability to make quick re- 
adjustment, is evident at 
Vancouver terminals. On 
Thursday, June 21, Pacific 
and Alberta Pool terminals 
both operated three shifts 
and received a combined 
total of 81 cars to unload. 

The dearth of grain cars 
arriving at the port continued 
this morning. Such a sit- 
uation is directly attributable 
to the suspension of grain 
shipping caused by the 
11-day Longshoremen Strike. 
It is indirectly caused by the 
ponderous and complex na- 
ture of railroading. 

Country shipping for week 
46, June 11 to 15 was 
cancelled because of the 
strike. The 238 cars ori- 
ginally scheduled for Alberta 
Pool country loading that 
week should now be arriving 
at terminals. So should the 
several hundred cars delayed 
in previous weeks for one 
reason or another, 


They are not arriving and 
it is hard to say where these 
latter cars are, They may be 
scattered throughout the 
countryside, or in sorting 
yards between the prairies 
and west coast. 

Prospects for the coming 
two weeks are for modest 
improvement, Alberta Pool 
should load a total of 228 cars 
of non board grain, and 854 
cars of board grain for west 
coast shipment during weeks 
47 and 48 combined, 

Both Alberta Pool and 
Pacific Terminals are dedi- 
cated to 24 hour service in 
the interest of grain pro- 
ducers on an indefinite basis, 
as the crop year end app- 
roaches and existing over- 
seas markets become urgent. 

During the first three days 
this week, the situation was 
somewhat better. Per eight 
hour shift, an average of SS 
cars were unloaded at each of 
Pool #1 and Pacific ter- 
minals.

July 1, 1979. And, the changes may or may 6. 
not apply to you. So please read on to see if 


you are affected. 


(You'll find terms such as “Weeks of Work’; 
“Qualifying Period”, “Variable Entrance 
Requirement” (VER), and “Unemployment 
Rate”’ marked by an asterisk (*). For easier 
understanding, see the box “Explaining UI

Here are the details of those changes. 


Have you worked 20 weeks or more 
in your Qualifying Period*? 
If so, this message does nor apply to you.

A. If you were in any of these six situations for 
a total of at least 14 weeks in the year before 
your Qualifying Period*, then you need only 
10 to 14 Weeks’ Work* in the Qualifying 
Period*, depending on the VER* where you 
live.

If yours is classed as a new claim, you will 
need the usual 10 to 14 Weeks’ Work* 
depending on your local VER*, plus up to 
six “extra” Weeks of Work*. The number 
of “extra” weeks you’ll need depends on how 
many weeks you got on your previous 

UI claim. You need one “extra” week ( up to 
a maximum of six) for every week you got 
over the VER* needed in your area. 


Here’s an example: You need 12 Weeks’ Work* 


in your region (your local VER*) to qualify 
for benefits the first time. On your last claim, 
you drew 15 weeks’ benefits before going back 
to work. Now, you would need the usual 12 
weeks, plus three “extra” work weeks. (That’s 
the difference between the 12 weeks you need- 
ed to work and the 15 weeks of benefits you 
drew. In total you would need 15 Weeks’ Work* 
to qualify again within one year. The most 
anyone needs anywhere is 20 weeks of work 
to qualify. 


Again, please remember, when the 


Unemployment Rate* in your area is over 


11.5 per cent, this rule won’t apply to 


you. You’ll need only 10 Weeks’ Work* to 


qualify for regular UI benefits. 


Other changes have been in 
effect since January 1979: 
The weekly benefit rate was reduced to 60 
per cent of your average insurable earnings 

(frora 667/3 per cent). 

Mcst people employed for less than 20 
hours a week are no longer covered by UI.

certificates available

If you thought the old-time sound of fiddling had faded 
away with ‘The Don Messer Show,’ take heart. Between 
August 2 and 5, the Summer Games in St. Albert is 
hosting a Fiddling Competition as part of Festival "19; 

“We want as many fiddlers as we can get,” said Shirley 
Martin, Chairman of the Festival’s Performing Arts 
Committee. We'll run it all night if we have to!” The 
Committee recently sent out about 60 invitations to 
fiddlers from all over the province. 

Alfie Meyer, a fiddling champ who lives in Edmonton, 
said a fiddling competition is not much different from a 
sports competition. “People want to see who’s going to 
win. That’s what keeps their attention.” 

Curiosity may motivate a spectator but the $2,500 
worth of prizes may have something to do with 
encouraging potential competitors. First prize in the 
Championship category, for example, is a respectable 
$600. 

It may be so respectable as to keep the contest from 
finding judges. ‘‘Everytime we ask someone to be a judge, 
they end up wanting to enter instead,’’ Martin lamented. 

The Performing Arts Committee would like to hold the 


competition in the Bruin Inn on Perron Street, a St. 
Albert landmark in its own right, but there are 
complications. Until 1958, legislation in Calgary and 


Edmonton didn’t allow men and women to socialize at 
city taverns. The Bruin became popular with Edmonton 
couples, since smaller communities like St. Albert had 
already legislated ‘mixed drinking.’ Ironically, legislation 
could keep the competition out of the Bruin. The ALCB 
prohibits competition for prizes in a licensed premises. 
According to an ALCB spokesman, “It might encourage 
gambling.” | 

Martin hopes the Bruin Inn’s petition to host the 
competition will succeed because the actual presentation 
of prizes will take place August 5 at the Heritage Day 
Family Picnic. 

She added that the event is as much entertainment as it 
is a contest. Anyone who has attended the Canadian 
National Fiddling Contest in Shelburne, Ontario, where 
hundreds of fiddlers from all over the world compete, 
would agree. 

There are six categories of competition, or entertain- 
ment, open to Alberta fiddlers: Novelty, Ladies, Juniors 
(up to 18) and Seniors (60 and older) begin the 
competition August 2; Open Competition takes place 
August 3; and Championship on August 4. Fiddling starts 
each day at 2:00 p.m.

Check services in new home purchase

Some of the same basic 
principles apply whether you 
are looking at a newly built 
home or older home. How- 
ever - when contemplating 
the purchase of a brand new 
home there are some special 
considerations to take into 


account. 

It is particularly important 
that you determine the level 
of services that are or will be 
provided for this new neigh- 
borhood, Be sure and check 
with town planning author- 
ities and school boards - 
don’t just take a salesman’s 
word for it. There have been 
many complaints lately of 


sales people telling prospec- 
tive buyers that schools or 
other facilities will be built 
nearby when, in fact - there 
are no plans for such! 
Zoning is equally impor- 
tant in terms of future 
recreation areas, location of 
highways, access to public 
transportation etc. Be sure 
and check these things out 


with city or town planners. 
Should you build your own 
new home -- or buy a builder 
offered home? Most families 
opt for the convenience and 
savings of the builder offered 
home. Be careful though. 
Such houses may be offered 
“as is’’ or come with options 
(which often changes the 
price dramatically), Find out 


what the extras involve and 
what the final price will be. 

It's a good idea to havea 
lawyer look at any purchase 


contract you are thinking of 


signing. Do not under any 
circumstances accept verbal 
promises. Insist that all plans 
and specifications be made 
part of the contract before 
you sign it - and attach them 


to the contract. 

Building your own new 
home from scratch -- or 
hiring a contractor to build 
from your plans is a difficult 
and often frustrating ex- 
perience.
